Allegheny Connty’s Credit Was Never
in Better Shape

THAN IX THIS YEAR OF OUR LORD,

Eetiring County Officials Have Just Canse
to Be Prond.

OUR CREDIT I8 UP T0 UNCLE® SAN'S

Two of Allegheny county’s prominent
officials now retire sfter nine years of
service, and another after six years of
pervice. In January, 1882 Controller Speer
enfered upon his duties, and at the same
time George Y. McEee and Daniel Mo
‘Willinms entered wupon their duties ns
County Commissioners. At the expiration
of three years Mr., MoWilliams was de-
feated for the office, but was re-elected for a
#coond term three years ago. Commissioner
McEee and Countroller Speer bave served
the entire wmine years, and mow retire from
office with o record of which they have just
cause lo be proud. Robert Mercer, who has
been County Commissioner for 12 years and
is re-slected for another three years, is en-
titled to & full shareof the credit for our
county’s present finuncial standing.

We are quick epough to find fmult with
unfsith/ul servants, perhaps too quick, snd
& word of commendatiou for the taithful is
sz much in order as words of condemnation
for the unfmithiul, When the now retiring
ecounty officials entered upon their duties
Allegheny c¢ounty was burdesed with a
debt of $4,423 993 most of which was en-
tailed by the riots of 1877.

Barning of the Court House.

On May 7, following their induction to
office, the Court House, which was the pride
of the pioneers, was burned to the grouad,
und the finuncial standing of the county re-

ceived a snock, which is still fresh
in the memory of most of our
citisens, Within 20 days of the

burning of the Court House, the old Univer-
wity bﬁjldmg was purchased by the County
Commissioners at & cost of $100,000, and
lster on an sdditional buildiog on the
corner of Old aveoue and Diamond woes
erected at a cost of $31,000, both of which
are still the property of the county and are
certainly worth more than their cost.

For the plot of pround on which the
present jail siands, §162,200 was paid by the
county within a vear of the fire. In 1885
counly bonds, which bad been besring in-
terest st the rate of 5 per cent, were retunded
at 4 per ceot, rod subsequentiy other bonds
were issued at 33§ per cent, and were sold at

vreminm.

The new Court House and jail, which are
The pride of our eity and the finest in the
land, costing in the neighborhood of £2,500,
000, will serve for generations to come as &
mooument to the fidelity of the people’s rep-
veseutstives. When the Court Hounse was
dediested in September, 1888, the indebted-
ness of Allegheny county was $860 less than
ut the time the old Court Honse was burned,

A Creditable Financial Transaction.

In the building of the Court House ounly
$800,000 were borrowed. The bonds issued to
socure this amount bave 20 years to ran, and
$500,000 of this sum are bearing 31§ percent
interest and §300,000 4 per cent.

In locking over the Controller's reports

beek to 1861 it is discovered that in 20 years
there were &ix years in which the county
debt of Allegheny county was incressed, the
mrrcsnucrem being in 1880, when 8"-
508 were added to the mdeblednm This
was the vear when the decision of the courts
yut the 1877 riot burden on the county.

In 1880 pesrly & half million of indebted-
uess was udded se¢ a result of tHe Court
Hounse fire. In 1887 the debt was redneed
$82,474 und io 1888 was increased $253,339.
In the your 1880 there was a redoction of the
E- unty indebtedness 1o the extent of about

27,000,

The reduction of the debt for the year
past has been $G3,067. A vyear ago the
debt of the couny was $4,641,681. Now
the debit is $4 078,613

With & three will tax there should be no
difficulty in time to come meeting all ob-
ligations beiore they come due, When the
retiring officials entered upon *their dtmn.
Allegheny county bonds were slow at 5 per
cenl. Now they are al a premium at 3L per
cent, Government bonds are no beiter wda"
than those of Alleghenv county. Our pros-
perity the past decade is fully demwonstrated
br the appreciation of onr county bonds
In the year 1886 over $500,000 of our bonds
came due. They hsd been bearing 5 per
cent interest. The holders were nnwilling
to renew at a reduction to 33 per cent, but
after due deliberation were ready to accept
the sitnation,

The Bonds at a Premimm.

To-day Allegheny county bonds bearing
334 per cent interest are st & premium. The
credit of our county was never better than
1t is to-day. We have the best Court House
and jail in the land, and, notwithstanding
the fire of 1882 are in a better financial
condition thun we were at that time. With
& fair degree of prosperity in the coming de-
cade Allegheny county will be out ofdebt

with & good surplus for rainy days.

There is po reason why our present in-
debiedness should net be wiped out prior to
1900. The reduction this year bas been over
$500,000, and at the same rate of reduction
for the coming decade Allegheny county
would owe Do man lnvthmg and have
$1,000,000 or §2,000,000 ahead,
